FAMILY GOSSIP. 


Sorting over rapidiy the descendants 
of Ralph Farnnm and Elizabeth Holt, 
with John Farnum and Rebecca Kent 
from town and county papers, I find 
much puzzling work that must wait or 
be referred to the historian of the Far- 
nums, D. D. Farnum of Woonsocket, 
R. I., who has a work in preparation. 
Do not expect strict accuracy in dates. 
Between the hard-working girl in the 
office who has to take my first hasty 
paper without revision and a reading 
of proof late Thursday night, all you 
can he sure of is tolerable spelling 
Comma and date must be forgotten tll 
a better class of work is taken up. 
Please correct the mistakes in placing 
families; it has taken such long years 
to scatter these generations and it may 
take another to bring them all back in 
line, if we all work with the best will. 

Over in Haverhill, across the“ Great 
River,” we find Hanna Emerson, Sara 
Sterling and Rebecca Kent, a little 
younger than Mary Clements whose ad- 
vent here with John Osgood was told 
long ago. Stephen Kent came over 
with his wife Margery and a party of 
able-bodied friends, all proprietors, reg- 
istered as children and servants, and 
he kept moving about after he got here. 
Burying his second wife Ann, perhaps 
the mother of our Rebekah, born in 
1650, he lands in Haverhill with a Saco 
widow Elinor, his third, and they buy 
the land that lies between Washington 
Square along to the bridge, or ferry as 
it was then, atthe mouth of Little River 
and back to Fishing Brook with many 
other good lots that lie under the busi- 
ness foundation of Haverhill, At seven- 
teen Rebecca comes to Andover to help 
John Farnum build a home, and father 
Stephen goes off to Woodbridge, New 
Jersey, where the Essex emigrants 
along Long Island Sonnd were flocking 
now that New York had passed from 
Dutch to English. No taxes, no rents 
for five years made the delightful cli- 
mate seem more inviting, and some of 
our own Andover kin can testify to the 
fertility of the orchards that have suc- 
ceeded those . half-mile out at sea now. 

William Sterling, a ship-carpenter 
from Rowley, came to Haverhill and 
took Stephen's estate, selling his own 
acres to John Remington, a Roxbury 
carpenter, William Sterling had a son 
Daniel and a daughter Hanna, who 
marries Josia Heath of Haverhill, while 
he passes Sara over to us in the care of 
*Ralph Farnum, the eldest son of *Ralph 
to whom his father gives a double por- 
tion of the great division though young 
Ephraim has the home acres. William 
sets up the corn mill either on Fishing 
Brook nearer the Methuen line, or on 
Little River. Anyway, the mill always 
tzoes with the land and must be kept 
running. Looking about for his sec- 
ond wife, he made a very good bargain 
with Ann, the widow of John Neale of 
Salem. Both were rich and so Ann 
has her property settled on her own 
flock, Jerry Neale staying in Salem and 
buying, among other things, the old 
homestead of the late Nicholas Hay- 
ward, near the Ferry road, the ancestor 
pioneer of our family of Haywards in 
the South parish. This story is all 
about carpenters of ships, churches, 
houses, fences, court-yards, scaffolds 
and coffins, it being as good a trade 
then to fill the pocket as now, but our 
firms do not move about so much. 
William brought Thomas Neale up to 
build ships at Salem, although he plays 
in childhood along the Merrimac with 
young Thomas Dustan and little Whit- 
tiers and Emersons. In 1694, Jeremia 
gets a fine discharge paper from father 
William of all actions, debts, quarrels, 
or demands the Sterling, Heath or Far- 
num heirs, “ by any manner of cause 
or color from the beginning of the 
world to date,“ may have, to which our 
aged John Johnson adds his witness. 

Then in 1697 it is on record that for 
£100 Wiliiam and Ann sell to Thomas 
Dustan “my ten acres I bought of 
Haverhill in a place called Fishing 
Brook, houses, mills, dams, streams, 
timber, orchards and fences. Also my 
other ten acres given on condition I 
build a corn-mill, ete., and he goes off 
to Lyme, Conn., in New London colony 
near old granite-bound Saybrook, where 
a prize fight backed up by both towns 
settles land disputes, where Captain 
and Deacon Keynold Marvin rides to 
the door of Betty Lee and announces 
his Heaven-sent mission to her, and 
where girls like Betty Lee were quick to 
answer“The Lord’s will be done.” There 
William and his Daniel and others of 
the family, train ship carpenters for the 
Revolutionary privateers, and send per- 
suading words back to the Farnum 
grandchildren among the ferns behind 
Boston Hill. While they sit safe on 
Saybrook rocks til! 1776, Thomas’ Dus. 
tan, chopping timber aud tending grist 
at the newly acquired corn-mill, sees 
the procession of Indians in March, 
1697, making for his home, his sick 
wife and week old babe. How he left 
the nurse and mother to save the chil- 
dren, who, a little line of seven, run 
along the path down river, while the

distracted father gives up his purpose 
of saving the one dearest and keeps up

cleared, we know all that, and how he 
too would deserve a monument if his 
intrepid wife had not made her record. 
Hanna, leaving her babe with the an- 
gels, trudges with hope and vigor the 
150.miles, one foot bare, half clothed 
and starving, but with strength when 
near the end to bring back with the old 
nurse and the young lad from Worces- 
ter County, the trophies that the Bos- 
ton governor is proud to pay for. II 
the hearts of Sara Farnum and her sis- 
ter Hanna Heath must have followed 
this month of wandering, thankful that 
the gray-haired father was spared 

In 1709, Thomas Dustan’s oldest boy 
buysfrom Ralph Farnum and Josia 
Leath all that William „our father in 
law“ kept back of Haverhill land and 
Mary Ingalls, the grand daughter of 
John Osgood, and John Emery goes 
over to live with him on the hill side 
where now stands Hanna Dustan's 
monument. How that river road from 
Bodwell's to Griffins’ must have talked 
to Uncle! Asa Abbott, as he went along 
with his little note book full of com 
missions to the place where finery and 
good liquor came up from the Barba- 
does and. Virginia ships at the port for 
our Andover dames. 

When we cannot find a place 


for Russells or Farnums who ap- 
pear first In the marriage list, we 
drop them at the door of Ralph 
Farnum and Thomas Russell, and the 
old houses held most, I find, when the 
papers are all in. Ralph was probably 
the father of Mary who married Wil- 
liam Lovejoy as I find in 1705 an in- 
ventory of the other one’s sister Debora, 
daughter of Thomas, who leaves to 
spinster Mary the debt of 2sh. some 
one owes her for knitting 2prs of stock- 
ings. The“ John, Wheelwright, who mar- 
ried Elizabeth Parker, gets land with 
his bride and all the Farnums quit- 
claim lands to him so that Dea. John 
Farnum, husbandman, who takes Capt. 
John Barker’s Joanna with another 
good share of the North Parish, seems 
to be getting the largest Farnum taxes. 

‘James, the weaver, another son, se- 
cures Joanna Grainger bringing to us a 
few descendants, with Poores and 
Danes and Haggett kin, from old 
Lancelot tLe emigrant. John Granger 
is the carpenter who gets in 1684, the 
job of bnilding a workmaulike ” 
courtyard“ joists handsomely wrought”’ 
to hold the stocks and whipping post 
of which that iron cage in our police 
station is the remains, all for £2 worth 
of land west of the Shawshin (on the 
Ridge!) ‘John’s girls were workeis, 
tailors and weavers, and when John 
and Joanna Barker with four cou- 
ples, all Barker heirs, sign a paper, 
they are all called yeomen and spin- 
sters, showing that that ancient title 
encompassed“ more than it does to- 
day. The consequences of William's 
flitting to New London on the fortunes 
of Holt, Farnum and Abbott kin will be 
told in another.chapter on emigrants. 
Answer to a New York Forestry 

Question. 


The New York Constitution of 1893 
provided that all publicand wild lands, 
with a few small exceptions, should con- 
stitute a Forest Preserve and that these 
lands should be forever protected for 
the use of the people; that they should 
not be leased, exchanged or sold, and 
that the timber on them should not be 
destroyed or taken away. 

An amendment was proposed, em- 
powering the Legislature to lease to 
individuals lots of five acres situated in 
the Forest Preserve. This amendment 
was voted upon last November and de- 
feated. Scribner's Monthly says of it: 

„There is not a more difficult task 
anywhere before the people, and not a 
more definitely important one than the 
preservation of our forests. It is a 
matter about which the Philistine and 
the jabber can always cry out, ‘Senti- 
mentality!’ It was a very excellent 
thing that the amendment was killed, 
for its operation would have affected 
the integrity of such Adirondack pleas- 
ures as still remain to the people; but 
probably the most reassuring phase of 
the whole affair was the clear proof 
that both the press and the public have 
been awakened by long years of work 
on the part of afew devoted and far- 
seeing men to the fact that we must 
rise up in our might and protect our 
trees and our play-grounds, if we would 
have them remain with us. Not a 
newspaper of importance failed to come 
out strongly against this last attack on 
the North Woods, and there was a 
clear majority of 300,000 votes against 
the threatened injury.“

New York, JAN. 20. 

The next United States Senator from 
New York State will be Thomas Collier 
Platt of Oswego, succeeding David 
Bennett Hill of Albany. Mr. Platt. was 
nominated by a practically unanimous 
vote in the joint caucus of the Repub- 
lican Senators and Assemblymen held 
at Albany, last Thursday. His only 
opponent was the Hon. Joseph H. 
Choate of this city, and the contest 
was so one-sided that of the 149 votes 
cast, Mr. Platt received all bus seven. 
Mr. Platt’s formal election took place 
on Wednesday, the two houses casting 
their votes, first separately and imme- 
diately afterward voting jointly. These 
votes were unanimous on the Republi- 
can side. 

There has been no enthusiasm and 
little interest manifested in the Sena- 
torial contest, if contest it could be 
called. Its chief significance, vests in 
the opening of a new and peculiar chap 
ter in the varied career of New York's 
most celebrated Republican machine 
boss. ks 

Mr, Platt bas been actively inter- 
ested in politics either as boss or office- 
holder since 1870. He was elected to 
Congress in 1872 and re-elected in 1874. 
He was elected to succeed Francis Ker- 
nan in the United States Senate in 1881. 
In that same year came the memorable 
trouble with President Garfield over 
Federal appointments, resu.ting in the 
resignation of Platt and Conkling. 
Both scught re-election to the Senate 
by the Legislature, and both were un- 
successful. Mr. Platt was spoken of as 
a political suicide, and his political ca- 
reer appeared terminated. Even h's 
previously zealous friend, the State 
machine, was set against him, and he 
had little backing of any sort. With 
the public he became most unpopular. 
Mr. Platt then entered upon à care- 
fully planned effort to re-enter, polities. 
He practiced the policy of conciliation 
with his enemies rather thau the poli 
tician’s usual policy of antagonism, 
The natural craftiness and shrewdness 
of his character played him in good 
stead. He was elected Commissioner 
of Quarantine in 1880, but was re- 
moved in 1888 on the ground that he 
was disqualified for the office, being 
legally a resident of Tioga County. 
Gradually Mr. Platt won back his lost 
favor. Since 1880 he has been a de- 
cided power in State politics, and more 
or less in National politics. He was a 
delegate to the National Convention of 
1884, and at every convention since 
then he has been influential. No one 
who would wish to do Mr. Platt justice 
could fail from mentioning his tremen- 
dous fight for sound money at St. Louis 
last summer. With enormous odds 
against him, he threw his influence 
against the compromisers with his full 
strength, and his was the power which 
was probably more potent than apy 
other 1n securing the unequivocal plank 
favoring sound currency. These are 
merely the main incidents in Mr. Platt’s 
career. In the past years there has 
been intrigue and political manipulating 
which would fill columns of this news- 
paper. There are some bad blots on 
Mr. Platt's record. 

Notwithstanding that Mr. Platt is to- 
day the king of the State machine, he 
is immensely popular with a consider- 
able proprotion of the general public 
throughout the State. There are ele- 
ments in his shrewdness aud skill 
which fascinate a certain class of peo- 
ple. The personal superiority of Mr 
Choate’s character to that of Mr. Platt’s, 
and of Mr. Choate’s spotless career and 
eminent legal skill, have not once been 
questioned by any of the Platt forces. 
The chief reason, not mentioning sev- 
eral secondary ones, why -Mr. Choate 
had no chance of election, is due to the 
fact that the distinguished lawyer was 
used as a mere tool to advance the in- 
terests of a small and defected faction 
of the Party, chiefly engineered by and 
in the interests of John E. Muholland. 
This was unfortunate, for Mr. Choate 
would have made an ideal Senator.

Although the novelty has long since 
worn off there is still felt considerable 
interest and humor over the periodical 
departure of Sheriff Tamseu’s guests 
from their apartments in Ludlow Street 
Jail. All New York has been having a 
hearty laugh over the ‘atest exit which 
was celebrated last week, evidently in 
honor of the Holstein Sheriff's birth- 
day.

stir in the mashed potatoes; boil; then 
thicken with a tablespoonful of flour; 
flavor with celery. This soup must be 
watched carefully to prevent it becoming 
too thick. 

You may use either bread or cracker 
crumbs in preparing 


SCALLOPED OYSTERS. 

Drain the juice from one quart of oys- 
ters and then wash them carefully, to 
remove any bits of shell. Butter a deep 
dish and spread the bottom with cracker 
crumbs, season with salt and pepper, 
add little bits of butter, then put a layer 
of oysters lightly sprinkled with macc, 
and repeat the process till oysters are 
used. Have the top layer of crumbs 
plentifully sprinkled with bits of butter. 
Pour over all the strained oyster liquor 
and halfacup of cream. Cover and bake 
for half an hour, then uncover and bake 
until well browned.

RICE. 

Boil carefully in just enough water to 
keep from burning, add salt to taste. 
As soon as the kernels are soft, strain 
and pile lightly on a dish, It is an inex- 
pensive, wholesome and delightful 
change from the daily round of pota- 
toes.

SUET PUDDING. 

Three cupfuls of flour, one cupful each 
of stoned raisins and currants, and 
finely chopped suet, with a little sliced 
citron; two eggs well beaten, half a cup 
of molasses, half a cup of milk, cinna- 
mon, nutmeg and ground cloves to 
taste. Boil or steam two hours. Any 
plain sauce flavored with nutmeg, lemon 
or vanilla may be used with this pud- 
ding. 

¥ou will find this prescription quite 
easy to compound, and as simple reme- 
dies are best when possible, you may 
recommend this to your friends for or- 
dinary ailments. More complex diseases 
require special treatment.

Butter Caps : 

Make molasses candy by boiling to- 
gether two cups of molasses, one cup of 
white sugar, three-quarters of a cup of 
water, one tablespoonful of butter, and 
& scant half-teaspoonful of cream of 
tartar, without stirring. When cooked 
sufficiently pour out on an oiled marble 
or a platter, and, when cool enough to 
handle, pull until light colored. Place 
on a slightly floured board, and stretch 
out into a long, narrow shape; into the 
center fold some French fondant, and 
roll out and cut. Porto Rico molasses of 
a medium grade is best for candy, Meas- 
ure‘the butter as rounding as the spoon 
holiows; measure out an even teaspoon- 
ful of cream of tartar, and divide length- 
wise for the half spoonful. The cream of 


tartar is not added to make the candy 
white, as many people think, but to keep 
it from granulating. Nearly every one 
believes that molasses candy must be 
stirred from the moment it is put on 
the stove until it is taken off. Thisisa 
mistake. Put all the ingredients into a 
granite-ware saucepan, directly over the 
fire, and as soon as the syrup begins tc 
boil cover with a tin lid. This keeps in 
the steam, which washes the candy from 
the sides of the pan. When the candy is 
cooked sufficiently a little ball of it can 
de formed, of jelly-like consistency, by 
dropping a spoonful in cold water and 
then rolling it between the fingers. 
When ready to remove from the fire 
have the marble slab rubbed over with a 
little oll, cottonseed or olive. Much of 
the so-called olive oil is really only cot- 
tonseed oil. The candy should be rather 
sticky when you begin to pull it, else 
it will not be of the right consistency 
when done. After getting the mass into 
good shape hold it over the stove and pull 
it briskly a few minutes. The heat and 
the stretching combined will whiten 
it wonderfully. After the fondant is 
folded in roll out into sticks about three- 
quarters of an inch in diameter, and cut 
off in inch pieces with a pair of shears, 
and place on a slightly-floured plate. 
The butter cups shouid be brittle when 
first put in the mouth, but at once grow 
soft and melting.—Somerville Journal. 


Tapioca Custard. 

In preparing any dish it is well to rec- 
ognize time and labor, and for this rea- 
son I prefer to use the variety of tapioca 
that requires no soaking. To one table 
spoonful of tapioca add half a pint of 
milk. Cook slowly until the tapioca is 
clear. Beat the yolk of one egg, a quar- 
ter cupful of sugar, one table spoonful 
of prepared cocoanut and a pinch of salt 
all together, and add to the milk. Cook 
four minutes, stirring constantly, flavo1 
with half a teaspoonful of vanilla, and 
pour into custard cups. Beat the white 
of the egg, add a teaspoonful of sugar. 
and spread the mixture on the top of the 
custard. Before putting the custard into 
the oven sprinkle lightly with cocoanut, 
and brown delicately. 


Fer Burns 
One of the best remedies for a burn 1: 
saleratus, common baking soda, applied 
immediately. Moisten the burnt part 
and the soda will soon adhere, and may 
be held in place by a soft cloth. 


Saratoga Potatoes,

Drain well, and dry in a towel. Fry a 
few at a time in boiling Cottolene, Salt 
as you take them out, and lay them on 
coarse brown paper for a short time.

Then put in a dripping par 
with a cup of hot water. Salt it, dredge 
lightly with flour, cover closely and bake 
slowly.

(By Mrs. Lincoln.) 

Beat one egg, add one cup fine granu- 
lated sugar, and beat till very light and 
white. Add one cup new milk, with out 
stirring. Then sift in one pint pastry 
flour to which has been added three 
level teaspoonfuls Cleveland’s Baking 
Powder, one level teaspoonful of salt 
and half a nutmeg grated. Beat this 
thoroughly, then add quickly, enough 
more flour to make a firm but soft dough. 
Roll out one-half inch thick, cut into 
rings with an open cutter, or into nar- 
row strips, and twist them into shape. 
Fry in half lard and half suet or beet 
dr'ppings, and have the fat hot enough 
for the dough to rise to the top instantly.

The locust was first shown, being of in- 
we because of its perfect hearing ap 
paratus. The ‘‘walking-stick,” a most 
peculiar insect was next described, show- 
ing the six legs growing in a somewhat 
different way from most insects, the fore- 
legs looking more likea second pair of 
antennae. 

The beetles were described, and the 
useful ones distinguished from the de- 
structive ones. The sexton“ or bury- 
ing beetle’’ was shown in a most life-like 
water color, and its habits described, from 
which we learned that we are much in 
debted to this class of animals for pure 
air as well as many other things. 

The butterflies came next with their 
beautiful colors, and their mode of life 
and the places in which the eggs of the 
different species are laid were spoken of. 
They do not seem to be a very harmful 
kind of insects, some of the larvae living 
on sorrel, others on the leaves of the elm, 
or maple, or beech, and seats others are 
parasitic, » 

The moths were capita next, and 
some of the colors were‘even more | beau- 
tiful than the butterflies. .The moth 
which produces the cut-worm was shown 
and Mr. Mills spoke of a sure way to kill 
the harmful pest. The moth of the ordi- 
nary canker-worm was shown, and it ‘is 
certainly very beautiful to look upon, but 
its other side was the more interesting to 
those of us who fight its destruoti ve force 
80 often unintelligently:' The female 
cannot fly, and in order to reach the 
branches where she wishes to deposit her 
eggs, she must crawl:up, and if a band of 
some aticky substance be placed around 
the tree and kept sticky, she will stick 
fast, as there are little hairs on her feet 
which cause her to stick fast. If she lays 
her, eggs on the.trnnk below. the sticky 
band, the larvae will certainly die as soon 
as hatched, as they must have nourish- 
ment at once, and not finding the green 
leaves, which is their proper food, they 
die. 

It was suggested by one in the audience 
that it would be a good plan for Mr. Mills 
to lecture to the farmers, as he spoke of 
ways to kill the squash bug and the cut- 
worm, besides the canker-worm,

The Assailant of Mr. Blair.

THE RICHES OF MEXICO. 


What the United States Consular Report 
Says of That Country's Prospects. 

Mexico is not only. one of the coming 
coffee countries, but is also a coming 
tobacco country. Mexico seems soon 
destined to wear the mantle of Havana 
in tobacco production, ard, ono secur- 
ed, it is safe to predict that it will never 
pass away, for the soil of the tobacco 
region is so deep as to be practically in- 
exhaustible, being from 8 to 20 feet in 
depth, and in some places even 80 feet, 
Moreover, its extent is probably 100 
times that of the Cuban tobacco region, 
when we take into consideration ths 
fact that, acre for acre, the percentage 
of cultivated land at the present mo- 
ment capable of producing tobacco of 
the very highest gr-de is greater in 
Mexico than it ever was in Cuba in its 
best days. Wecan from this easily see 
what will be the amount produced in 
the future. Mexico’s resources in this 
direction are practically so great as to 
make it certain that it will become rich 
from its tobacco alone. No doubt the 
result will be finally to cheapen Ha- 
vana cigars and put them within reach 
of all. Mexico will, however, even then 
raise the tobacco, but the cigars will be 
made elsewhere. Why should not the 
tobacco men of the United States see 
their way to control this business, which 
is certain to assume colossal propor- 
tions? 

It does seem clear that if the United 
States will follow the initiative set by 
Frenchmen and French writers, the 
control of the traffic in Havana cigars 
can be centered in the eastern part of 
the United States. The tobacco lands of 
Mexico form an immense inverted capi- 
tal T, the cross stretching from Tuxte- 
pec (Oaxaca) and the upper valley of 
the Papaloapam through the southern 
portion of Oaxaca into the Tehuantepec 
highlands and thence into the state of 
Chiapas. The upright of the T stretches 
from the valleys of the Colorado and 
the Trinidad rivers (which form the 
San Juan river) eastward to the San 
Andres Tuxtla canton, 

The cream of the tobacco lands will 
undoubtedly be found in the valleys of 
the Colorado and Trinidad rivers, but 
chiefly the latter. The soil in those val- 
leys is from 10 to 15 feet deep and of 
the very richest quality and is equally 
adapted for coffee or tobacco, It may be 
taken as axicimatic aa regards Mexico 
that the Jand that is good for one is 
equally good for the other. This, how- 
ever, did not prove true in Java, and 
the tobacco of Java had exactly the 
qualities and defects of the coffee; thus 
mixture is required. To the eastward 
of the main valley of the Trinidad river, 
in the transverse valleys, the soil is 
even deeper than 10 to 15 feet, and bere 
one finds mahogany trees of the most 
astonishing size and of the finest quali- 
ty. This region is called Las Monterias 
de Caoba and is very extensive. North 
of ‘the Colorado river the soil is entire- 
ly difforent, and here is an immense 
growth of live oake—Las Encinales. In 
the, open glade it is probable that sugar 
cane could be produced as advantageous. 
ly.as in any part of Mexico. 


VOTED FOR JEFF DAVIS. 


The Dead Confederate Received Eighty- 
six Votes For Presidential Elector. 

Jeff Davis, although gone, is not for- 
gotten by some of his former adherents 
in the south, as shown. by the returns 
for presidential electors at the election 
held on Nov. 8, 1896. 

According to the provisions of an act 
of congress, the secretary of state has 
filed the certificates of the governor of 
Arkansas showing that he bas canvassed 
and added up the votes cast for the office 
of presidential and vice presidential 
electors at the election in the several 
counties of Arkansas on Tuesday, Nov. 
8.. After the names of tlie eight electors 
who received the highest number of 
votes Cast, giving the state to Bryan, 
there appears the name of Jeff Davis, 
with 86 votes to his credit as an elector 
for president and vice president, 

It has been a matter of current his-
